As the existing policy of the GOA requires a wait 
of six months before another right of option applica- 
tion may be initiated by the detainee. Mr. Viton 
will not be able to submit another request until 
September of this year. 
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We wish to assure!^ ^Jihat the 

Ambassador and various members of His staff shall 
follow up in every way on Mr. Viton 's case and that 
we will continue our efforts in his behalf.
